Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made.

2. Claims 1-5, 12-14, 24 and 25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Isaac et al. (USP 6,327,663) in view Wells et al. (USP 6,534,960). 
Isaac discloses the claimed invention, a voltage regulator is couple to the output path, 
and has a sensing that senses the load on the motherboard and the CPU (load) voltage 
on the motherboard, (See abstract and column 2, lines 14-68) except for having first 
and second feedback signals that at least partially represent fluctuations in the power 
consumption rate. Wells discloses that it is known in the art to provide a first and 
second feedback signals that at least partially represent fluctuations in the power 
consumption rate. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of the invention was made to provide a first and second feedback signals that 
at least partially represent fluctuations in the power consumption rate of Wells with the 
voltage regulator is couple to the output path, and has a sensing that senses the load 
on the motherboard and the CPU (load) voltage on the motherboard of Isaac, in order to 
provide good balancing of load current.

3. Claims 6-11, 15-23, 26-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Isaac et al. (USP 6,327,663) view Wells et al. (USP 6,534,960) and 
further in view of Dinh (USP 6,262, f 566). Isaac and Wells discloses the claimed 
invention, Isaac discloses a voltage regulator is couple to the output path, Wells 
discloses that it is known in the art to provide a first and second feedback signals that at 
least partially represent fluctuations in the power consumption rate, and Isaac also has 
a sensing that senses the load on the motherboard and the CPU (load) voltage on the 
motherboard. See abstract and column 2, lines 14-68, except for the use of transient 
type filters for the feedback signal. Dinh discloses that it is known in the art to provide 
the use of transient type filters for the feedback signal. It would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made to provide the 
use of transient type filters for the feedback signal of Dinh with the system and method 
for a dual voltage sensor of Isaac and the a first and second feedback signals that at 
least partially represent fluctuations in the power consumption rate of Wells, in order to 
provide a cleaner feedback signal for a more precise control of the output voltage.
